Museum 
told  to 
leave  its 
Cliff 
House 
location

Laughing  Sal  has  made  San 
Francisco  residents  smile  for  60 
years,  but  she  will  only  continue 
the  task  for  about  six  more 
months  before  the  nostalgic  land¬ 
mark  and  160  of  her  antique 
friends  at  Musee  Mcchanique  are 
evicted  from  the  Cliff  House. 

The  Musee  Mechanique,  one 
of  the  largest  privately  held  col¬ 
lections  of  antique  coin-operated 
mechanical  and  musical  instru¬ 
ments,  will  be  shut  down  in 
September. 

The  Golden  Gate  National 
Recreation  Area  (GGNRA), 
which  owns  the  land  the  museum 
sits  on,  had  plans  to  build  a  new 
site  for  the  museum,  along  with  a 
visitor’s  center  and  a  restaurant 
at  the  Merry  Way  parking  lot  be¬ 
hind  Louie’s  restaurant,  while  the 
Cliff  House  was  renovated  to  re¬ 
store  its  1909  appearance  and  the 
restaurant  was  expanded.  Plans 
changed  due  to  a  lack  of  funding 
and  a  new  building  will  not  be 
built  right  away,  but  the  Cliff 
House  renovations  will  still  go 
forward. 

“I  heard  about  this  about  two 
weeks  ago  (early  February)  and 
was  very  discouraged  because 
many  people  love  the  place,” 
said  museum  owner  Edward 
Zellinsky. 

Zellinsky  had  been  in  negotia¬ 
tions  for  about  five  years  with  the 
GGNRA,  which  planned  a 
smooth  transition  for  the  muse¬ 
um  from  its  present  location  to 
the  new  visitor's  center.  But  with 
the  change  in  plans,  there  is  no 
temporary  location  for  the  muse¬ 
um. 

"We  are  desperately  seeking  a 
home  for  the  collections.  They 
are  fragile  and  can’t  be  moved 
here  and  there,”  said  Zellinsky, 
adding  that  if  a  sufficient  roof 
cannot  be  found  for  the  antiques, 
he  m.'y  have  to  auction  them  off. 

“We  don’t  know  how  long  it 
will  be  before  a  new  building 
comes  into  existence,”  Zellinsky 
said. 

Rich  Weideman,  GGNRA’s 
chief  of  public  affairs,  said  they 
are  currently  undertaking  a  feasi¬ 
bility  study  to  determine  the  cost 
of  the  new  building. 

“We  don’t  know  how  long  the 
study  will  take  and  after  it  is 
completed,  we  will  have  specifics 
about  the  new  building,  its  cost, 
as  well  as  possibly  making  plans 
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by  Meg  Dixit 

“People  should  slow  down 
when  they  see  a  yellow  light,  not 
speed  up,”  said  Capt.  Marsha 
Ashe  of  the  Richmond  District 
Police  Station,  referring  to  a 
common  driving  problem  in  the 
neighborhood.  A  problem  so 
common,  it  is  one  of  the  top  rea¬ 
sons  that  injury -related  traffic  ac¬ 
cidents  remain  high  in  the 
Richmond. 

“Red  light  runners  and  speed¬ 
ers  are  the  top  two  reasons  our 


accident  percentage  has  in¬ 
creased,”  Ashe  said,  citing  the 
Richmond  District’s  wide  lanes 
and  relatively  low  congestion  as 
factors  that  tempt  motorists  to 
speed  in  the  area. 

Despite  new  traffic  signs 
around  the  neighborhood,  the 
problem  seems  to  be  getting 
worse.  In  2000,  there  was  one 
pedestrian  fatality;  that  number 
jumped  to  three  fatalities  in 
2001.  Similarly,  other  injury-re¬ 
lated  accidents  rose  from  one  in 
2000  to  four  in  200 1 . 


“We  are  trying  to  combat  this 
increase  by  way  of  a  program  in¬ 
volving  three  components:  edu¬ 
cation,  enforcement  and  engi¬ 
neering,”  Ashe  said. 

The  first  component  involves 
education  in  schools  and  working 
with  young  adults;  a  traffic  sum¬ 
mit  is  planned  for  this  summer. 
The  enforcement  component  (the 
number  of  ticketed  traffic  viola¬ 
tions)  is  not  a  secret  because  the 
Richmond  District  has  the  sec¬ 
ond  highest  enforcement  rate  in 
the  City.  The  third  component  in¬ 


volves  traffic  engineering,  which 
involves  adding  additional  stop 
signs  or  stop  lights  at  intersec¬ 
tions  around  the  neighborhood. 

“More  traffic  signs  are 
planned,  such  as  one  on  12th 
Avenue  and  California  Street,  but 
the  lag  time  between  the  identifi¬ 
cation  of  a  problematic  area  and 
the  actual  installation  of  the  sign 
can  take  up  to  a  year,”  Ashe  said. 

According  to  City  Transport¬ 
ation  Engineer  Tom  Folks,  the 
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Residents  leery  of  Richmond  Library  rebuild

Richmond  District  residents  sent  library 
officials  back  to  the  drawing  board  when  they 
unanimously  rejected  two  plans  to  expand  and 
remodel  the  Richmond  Branch  Library  - 
plans  that  would  dramatically  change  the  way 
the  neighborhood  facility  operates. 

The  meeting  was  the  first  time  the  commu¬ 
nity  got  a  peek  at  what  could  be  the  first  of 
many  proposals  to  remodel  the  seismically 
unsound  structure,  located  at  351  Ninth  Ave. 

One  of  26  branch  libraries  in  line  for  a 
facelift  as  a  result  of  a  $106  million  bond 


measure  approved  by  San  Francisco  voters  in 
November  2000,  the  library  is  in  poor  shape. 

According  to  city  engineers,  the  roof  of  the 
library  could  collapse  in  a  major  earthquake 
and  the  electrical  and  plumbing  systems  need 
a  major  overhaul.  It  also  lacks  basic  safety 
systems  and  controls. 

Marilyn  Thompson,  program  manager  for 
the  SF  Public  Library,  told  residents  the  re¬ 
model  gives  the  city  an  opportunity  to  plan 
for  a  facility  that  will  have  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  community  for  the  next  50  years. 

Thompson  presented  two  plans  that  would 
expand  the  footprint  of  the  library  from  9,000 


square  feet  to  14,000  square  feet.  Most  of  the 
new  space  would  be  used  for  a  small  new  teen 
area,  an  enlarged  children’s  room,  new  tutor¬ 
ing  rooms  and  a  new  entrance.  A  new  eleva¬ 
tor  and  maintenance  rooms  would  occupy  the 
additional  space. 

One  plan  featured  a  two-story  addition  to 
the  back  of  the  building  at  10th  Avenue.  A 
second  design  added  wings  at  the  sides  of  the 
existing  structure.  But  both  plans  eliminated 
features  that  a  majority  of  the  70  residents 
who  attended  the  meeting  clearly  said  they 
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USF  unveils  expansion  plans  at  commission  hearing

The  public  got  a  peek  at  the 
University  of  San  Francisco’s 
plans  to  expand  its  campus  when 
details  of  amendments  to  a  mas¬ 
ter  plan  were  unveiled  at  a  Feb.  7 
SF  Planning  Commission  hear¬ 
ing. 

City  planner  Sharon  Young 
told  commission  members  the 
university  is  proposing  to  amend 
its  1993  Institutional  Master  Plan 
to  convert  the  former  Lincoln 
University  building  at  281 
Masonic  Ave.  to  a  College  of 
Professional  Studies. 

She  also  said  the  university 
submitted  plans  to  relocate  child¬ 
care  facilities  within  the  universi¬ 
ty  campus  and  to  build  a  20,000- 
square-foot,  five-story  addition  to 
the  McLaren  School  of  Business. 


The  University  of  San 
Francisco  was  founded  in  1855 
by  members  of  the  Society  of 
Jesus  and  was  the  city’s  first  in¬ 
stitution  of  higher  education.  It 
currently  operates  as  a  post  sec¬ 
ondary  educational  institution 
with  undergraduate  dnd  graduate 
level  degree  programs. 

USF's  main  campus  covers  52 
acres.  It  Is  located  at  2130  Fulton 
St.,  near  the  northeast  corner  of 
Golden  Gate  Park,  and  is  bound¬ 
ed  by  Anza  Street  to  the  north, 
Masonic  Avenue  to  the  east, 
Fulton  Street  to  the  south  and 
Stanyan  Street  to  the  west. 

The  institution’s  first  master 
plan  was  submitted  in  1979  with 
supplements  in  1983  and  1984. 
Its  purpose  is  to  provide  a  com¬ 
prehensive  development  plan  for 
USF’s  main  campus  that  extends 


for  a  period  of  about  10  years. 
While  the  planning  commission 
does  not  need  to  approve  the 
amendments,  members  of  the 
commission  may  make  recom¬ 
mendations  based  on  their  own 
concerns  or  public  testimony  by 
interested  parties. 

According  to  Young,  the  only 
part  of  the  plan  that  attracted 
public  attention  is  the  proposed 
five-story  addition  to  the 
McLaren  School  of  Business. 

“I  got  one  inquiry  from  the 
University  Terrace  Association 
about  the  impact  the  project  may 
have  on  traffic  and  parking  in  the 
area,’’  Young  said.  There  were  no 
comments  by  members  of  the 
public  at  the  planning  commis¬ 
sion  hearing  on  any  of  the 
amendments. 

According  to  documents  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  planning  commis¬ 
sion,  the  university  wants  to  re¬ 
model  its  existing  McLaren 
School. of  Business  and  build  an 
adjacent  five-story  wing  of  ap¬ 
proximately  20,000  square  feet 
for  new  offices  and  classrooms. 
The  new  five-story  addition 
would  be  visible  from  Fulton 
Street. 

According  to  a  report  pre¬ 
pared  by  Young  for  commission 
members,  the  new  addition, 
while  visible  from  Fulton  Street, 
“would  not  affect  land  uses  on 
adjacent  properties,  traffic  levels 


or  circulation  patterns,  transit  de¬ 
mand  or  availability.” 

Local  watchdog  planning  as¬ 
sociations,  like  the  Planning 
Association  for  the  Richmond 
(PAR),  have  been  silent  on  the 
proposed  amendments. 

Ron  Miguel,  president  of 
PAR,  explained  that  previous  ex-

San  Francisco  Recreation  and 
Park  Department  officials  laid 
out  a  bleak  scenario  for  the 
City’s  parks  and  recreation  pro¬ 
grams  because  of  growing  bud¬ 
get  shortfalls  at  a  recent  commu¬ 
nity  meeting  held  at  the  Sunset 
Recreation  Center. 

According  to  the  latest  esti¬ 
mates,  the  city  faces  a  $175  mil¬ 
lion  budget  deficit  for  the  2002- 
2003  fiscal  year.  In  next  year’s 
budget  the  department  will  lose 
$4.3  million  in  city  revenue, 
which  represents  10  percent  of 
the  support  the  department  re¬ 
ceives  from  the  city’s  General 
Fund. 

In  addition,  SF  Mayor  Willie 
Brown  asked  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Department  to  reduce  its  re¬ 
liance  on  city  dollars  for  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  this  fiscal  year  by 


pansion  plans  by  USF,  like  the 
Lone  Mountain  Campus  where 
the  university  converted  a  chapel 
to  faculty  offices  and  submitted 
plans  to  build  student  housing 
and  an  academic  office  building, 
attracted  attention  because  of  the 
significant  impact  they  would 
have  on  the  neighborhood. 


$3.5  million. 

The  bad  news  hit  the  depart¬ 
ment  just  as  it  was  recovering 
from  years  of  budget  cuts,  low 
employee  morale  and  struggles 
to  implement  a  $400  million  cap¬ 
ital  improvement  plan. 

Elizabeth  Goldstein,  general 
manager  of  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Department,  warned  the  60 
residents  from  Districts  1,  4,  5 
and  7  who  attended  the  meeting 
Feb.  4  that  the  road  ahead  was 
going  to  be  a  tough  one. 

“The  department  is  con¬ 
fronting  an  uncertain  financial 
future,”  Goldstein  said. 

Goldstein  pledged  to  protect 
staff  positions  by  not  filling  va¬ 
cancies  as  they  come  up  and  by 
moving  staff  into  areas  where 
dedicated  funds  are  available. 
She  also  said  the  department  is 
considering  ways  to  raise  more 
revenue  by  increasing  program 
fees  and  user  fees  for  various 
permits. 

But  department  officials 
warned  that  the  cuts  are  likely  to 
affect  many  of  the  programs  the 
department  operates  throughout 
the  City. 

And  to  help  the  department 
identify  where  to  make  the  cuts, 
Goldstein  asked  for  suggestions 
about  specific  programs  and  ser¬ 
vices  the  department  operates  in 
the  west  side  Districts  1,  4,  5  and 
7. 

West  Portal  resident  Helen 
Johnson  told  Goldstein  to  take  a 
survey  and  make  the  cuts  in  un¬ 
derutilized  programs.  Johnson 
said  the  $10  fee  for  the  latchkey 
program  the  department  operates 
seemed  low  to  her  and  suggested 
a  sliding-scale  fee  instead. 

Others  quickly  defended' the 
program,  saying  they  knew  of 
minimum  wage  earners  who 
would  be  hit  hard  if  the  program 
suffered. 

Still,  others  suggested  that  the 
department  coordinate  its  pro¬ 
grams  for  children  and  teens  with 
other  departments,  such  as  the 
school  district  and  the  police  de¬ 
partment,  to  maximize  savings

enforcement,  jour¬ 
nalism  appealed  to 
me.  As  I  had  nei¬ 
ther  talent  nor  edu¬ 
cation  in  the  field, 
this  remained  an 
unfulfilled  aspira¬ 
tion  of  a  young  woman  trying  to 
figure  out  what  she  wanted  to  be 
if  she  ever  grew  up. 

Twenty  years  later,  I  am 
grown  up  and  privileged  to  be 
the  new  captain  of  the  Richmond 
Police  District.  Staring  at  the 
empty,  hatefully  wordless  com¬ 
puter  screen  reminds  me  of  the 
above-mentioned  lack  of  talent. 
It’s  close  to  midnight. 

After  all  these  years,  I  have 
my  first  deadline  only  hours 
away  and  absolutely  no  clue  how 
to  write  a  monthly  column  for 
the  Richmond  Review.  This  ice- 
cold,  palm-sweating  experience 
convinces  me  I  made  the  right 
decision  to  become  a  police  offi¬ 
cer  and  not  a  journalist.  I  can’t 
handle  the  fear! 

I  took  over  the  district  from 
Capt.  Ed  Springer.  My  previous 
assignment,  in  the  Ingleside 
District,  was  my  first  district 
command.  Prior  to  that,  I  had  a 
citywide  range  as  supervising 
night  captain.  Both  assignments 
taught  me  a  lot  about  what 
worked  and,  just  as  importantly, 
what  didn’t  work  but  was  worth 
the  try. 

So  far  in  the  district,  I  have 
walked  a  few  beats,  attended  as 
many  meetings  as  I  could,  intro¬ 
duced  myself  to  merchants  and 
citizens  and  shaken  enough 
hands  to  run  for  office.  I  have 
walked  away  from  each  en¬ 
counter  excited  about  the  accom¬ 
plishments  and  the  remaining 
challenges. 

The  following  are  two  exam¬ 
ples  of  why  my  initial  and  re¬ 
maining  impression  of  the  offi¬ 
cers  and  citizens  in  the  district  is 
a  very  favorable  one. 

In  January,  the  officers  of  the

Richmond  District  had  an  unfor¬ 
tunate  opportunity  to  demon¬ 
strate  remarkable  tenacity  and 
courage.  An  extremely  violent 
crook  was  stalking  women  to  vi¬ 
ciously  attack  and  rob  them. 

Within  two  days  of  the  first  at¬ 
tack,  sergeants  William 
Dougherty  and  Steve 
Zimmerman  had  correctly  identi¬ 
fied  this  as  a  series  and  set  about 
the  daunting  task  to  end  this 
siege.  Dougherty  and 
Zimmerman  put  together  a  tire¬ 
less  team  of  officers  to  follow  po¬ 
tential  suspects. 

Many  of  these  officers  volun¬ 
teered  to  extend  their  hours  after 
already  working  a  midnight  shift, 
which  resulted  in  14  to  16  hour 
days  for  them.  Why?  The  simple 
answer  for  police  officers  has  al¬ 
ways  been  "because  it  is  our 
job."  It  is  what  we  promised  to 
do.  Sounds  corny,  I  know,  but  for 
most  San  Francisco  police 
officers,  this  seemingly  canned 
response  sums  it  up  perfectly. 

After  weeks  of  following  the 
wrong  guys,  on  the  morning  of 
Jan.  30  they  began  to  follow  “the 
one.”  In  police  work,  knowing 
‘.‘the  one”  is  like  hitting  the  sweet 
spot  in  baseball  and  you  know 
it’s  a  home  run. 

Shortly  after  following  the 
suspect,  but  before  the  team  had 
probable  cause  to  arrest  him,  he 
knocked  a  woman  to  the  ground 
and  began  to  beat  her.  Within 
seconds,  officers  had  the  suspect 
in  custody,  saving  the  woman 
from  additional  injury. 

In  February,  I  had  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  walk  with  SF  SAFE  and 
the  Golden  Gate  Park  Safety 
Committee.  This  night  walk/run 
is  scheduled  monthly  to  encour¬ 


age  the  safe  and 
healthy  use  of 
Golden  Gate  Park. 
%  J  The  group  orga¬ 
nizes  the  routes, 
provides  water  and 
snacks  and  has 
safety  equipment 
available.  It’s  a 
chance  to  safely 
enjoy  an  evening  in  the  park  and 
a  wonderful  chance  to  meet 
neighbors. 

The  next  run/walk  is  sched¬ 
uled  for  Wednesday,  March  6,  at 
6:30  p.m.  and  begins  at  Kezar 
Stadium  at  the  Frederick  Street 
entrance.  The  event  includes  all 
levels  and  pace  preferences, 
which  make  for  an  energizing 
walk.  I’d  like  to  encourage  more 
people  to  join.  It  is  a  wonderful 
example  of  an  engaged  commu¬ 
nity  in  action. 

I  hope  the  excellent  cops  and 
community  in  this  district  will  be 
a  saving  grace  for  writing  this 
column.  I  hope  that  pride  and  en¬ 
thusiasm  will  make  up  for  the 
above-mentioned  lack  of  writing 
talent. 

I  hope  in  the  months  and  years 
ahead  that  this  column  introduces 
you  to  many  of  the  officers  who 
work  for  you,  provides  some  in¬ 
sight  into  a  world-class  police 
department  and  provides  some 
answers  when  you  may  disagree 
about  that  “world  class”  part. 

I  hope  to  be  able  to  hear  from 
and  meet  as  many  of  you  as  pos¬ 
sible  in  our  monthly  communi¬ 
ty/police  forums,  in  business 
meetings,  neighborhood  block 
meetings  and  in  district  events.  I 
hope  these  meetings  lead  us  to 
improve  the  way  in  which  police 
services  are  provided.  And  I  real¬ 
ly  hope  that  with  each  passing 
month,  the  writing  gets  easier 
and  the  deadline  less  frightening. 

Until  next  month,  stay  safe.

increasing  our 
affordable 
housing 

Jake  McGoldrick 


Perhaps  the 
most  im¬ 
portant  con¬ 
tinuing  challenge 
facing  the  city  of 
San  Francisco  is 
the  issue  of  pro¬ 
viding  housing 
that  is  affordable 
to  our  residents.  It 
was  the  single  most  important  is¬ 
sue  in  my  campaign  to  become 
supervisor  and  it  has  continued  to 
occupy  much  of  my  time  on  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

This  issue  has  been  an  impor¬ 
tant  one  for  some  time.  The  in¬ 
creasing  cost  of  housing  has  re¬ 
sulted  in  many  working  families, 
seniors,  disabled  folks,  people 
with  AIDS,  people  of  color, 
artists,  students  and  others  being 
forced  to  leave  our  city  because 
they  no  longer  can  afford  to  live 


here.  The  result  of  all  of  this  eco¬ 
nomic  dislocation  is  that  the  di¬ 
verse  cultural  fabric  of  our  City 
has  steadily  been  eroded.  We 
simply  must  build  more  housing, 
particularly  affordable  housing,  if 
we  are  to  stem  this  tide. 

Building  more  housing  also 
promises  to  be  an  economic 
boost  to  our  local  economy  in  a 
recession.  There  is  no  single  eco¬ 
nomic  activity  that  has  a  more 
potential  positive  effect  on  our 
economy  than  the  construction  of 


housing.  Studies  by 
the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  have  » 
demonstrated  that 
dollars  from  hous¬ 
ing  construction 
slay  in  the  local 
economy  and  have 
a  significant  multi¬ 
plier  effect.  That 
means  that  every  dollar  spent  on 
housing  construction  also  results 
in  additional  money  being  spent 
in  other  parts  of  the  local  econo¬ 
my. 

For  example,  San  Francisco 
construction  workers  spend  their 
paychecks  at  their  neighborhood 
groceries.  Once  the  housing  is 
constructed,  families  occupying 
the  housing  spend  money  at  their 
local  hardware  stores  to  improve

Amove  is 

afoot  to  rec¬ 
ognize  one 
of  the  hardest 
working  legislators 
who  ever  repre¬ 
sented  the  people 
of  San  Francisco. 

Milton  Marks,  a 
representative  of 
the  people  in  the  state  legislature 
for  some  40  years,  passed  away 
several  years  ago,  leaving  a  lega¬ 
cy  of  public  policy  legislation.  It 
has  been  proposed  that  the 
Richmond  Branch  Library  share 
his  name.  It  would  be  called  the 
Richmond  Branch/Milton  Marks 
Library. 

Marks'  wife  Carolene  is  be¬ 
hind  the  proposed  change.  It  is 
fitting,  she  says,  to  rename  the 
branch  because  of  her  husband's 
efforts  to  secure  funding  for  li¬ 
braries  -  good  times  and  bad. 

Also  behind  the  effort  is 
Kevin  Starr,  the  state  librarian  of 
California,  who  recently  wrote  a 
letter  to  Susan  Hildreth,  the  city's 
librarian,  asking  her  to  consider 
the  name  change. 

Marks'  efforts  on  behalf  of  li¬ 
braries  resulted  in  one  major  vic¬ 
tory  when  California  voters  ap¬ 
proved  a  $350  million  bond  mea¬ 
sure  for  the  state's  libraries. 

During  Marks'  tenure,  he 
wrote  laws  that  created  the  Bay 
Conservation  and  Development 
Commission  and  the  "vanity 
plates  for  sale"  program.  He  also 
was  internationally  known  for  his 
efforts  to  protect  workers  and 
families  from  the  harmful  effects 
of  asbestos  dust.  His  legislation 
in  this  field  was  emulated  in  vari¬ 
ous  states. 

Marks  was  born  in  1 920,  a 
third-generation  San  Franciscan. 
He  attended  Stanford  University 
and  served  in  the  Philippines  dur¬ 
ing  World  War  II.  After  his  war 
detour,  Marks  attained  his  law 
degree  from  Stanford  in  1949. 

His  first  foray  into  politics  at 
the  statewide  level  came  in  1958, 
when  Marks  was  elected  as  a 
Republican  to  serve  in  the 
California  Assembly.  That  elec¬ 
tion  began  a  commitment  to  pub¬ 
lic  service  that  would  last  until 
the  end  of  Marks'  career  in  the 
mid-90s. 

In  1966  then-governor 
Edmund  G.  Brown  appointed

him  to  the  municipal  bench. 

After  one  year  on  the  bench, 
Marks  declared  his  intention  to 
vacate  his  seat  and  run  for  the 
state  senate,  which  he  did  in 
1967. 

Marks  served  with  a  style  that 
is  almost  unheard  of  today, 
showing  up  for  thousands  of 
weddings,  anniversaries,  funer¬ 
als,  grand  openings  for  business¬ 
es,  bar  mitzvahs  and  baptisms. 

He  also  had  an  eye  for  detail,  and 
thousands  of  Richmond  and 
Sunset  residents  have  received  a 
plaque  or  notice  of  achievement 
via  Marks'  office.  He  was  leg¬ 
endary  for  his  recognition  of  the 
notable  events  in  his  constituents' 
lives.  He  cared. 

He  cared  so  much  that  people 
actually  called  him  "Uncle 
Miltie"  -  a  friend  of  the  family. 

I  don't  know  if  we'll  see  the 
likes  of  another  "uncle"  in  poli¬

tics.  Somehow  I 
doubt  it.

the  Noe  Valley  Branch. 

Changing  the  name  of  the  li¬ 
brary  to  Richmond 
Branch/Milton  Marks  Library 
would  be  a  fitting  tribute  to  a 
man  who  devoted  most  of  his  life 
to  helping  ensure  a  secure  library 
system  and  a  better  life  for  his 
constituents.

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New  Plan,  New  Name  for 
Children’s  Playground 

The  area  surrounding  the  his¬ 
toric  Children’s  Playground  in 
Golden  Gate  Park  will  be  named 
after  the  Koret  Foundation, 
which  is  giving  $1.8  million  to 
redesign  the  playground  area. 
The  plan  includes  the  Children's 
Playground,  the  112-year-old 
carousel,  Sharon  Arts  Building 
and  a  nearby  picnic  area. 

The  new  name  for  the  play¬ 
ground  and  its  surrounding  area 
is  the  Koret  Children’s  Quarters. 
The  change  was  approved  by  the 
SF  Recreation  and  Park 
Commission. 

The  Koret  Foundation  will  do¬ 
nate  the  money  to  the  Friends  of 
Recreation  &  Parks,  which  will 
oversee  the  project.  The  Koret 
Foundation  is  a  charitable  trust 
that  has  awarded  more  than  $200 
million  in  grants  to  support  com¬ 
munity  projects  since  its  creation 
in  1979. 

According  to  Friends,  a  “bal¬ 
ance  between  a  state-of-the-art, 
wheelchair-accessible  facility 
and  appealing  themes  will  be 
sought." 

According  to  Donna  Bero,  ex¬ 
ecutive  director  at  the  Friends  of 
Recreation  &  Parks,  new  ele¬ 
ments  at  the  playground  could  in-

elude  water  play  features,  such  as 
a  spouting  whale,  or  reinstate¬ 
ment  of  a  small  barnyard  where 
animals  could  occasionally  be 
brought  in  for  presentations. 
There  could  also  be  educational 
events  and  private  birthday  par¬ 
ties. 

Elizabeth  Goldstein,  general 
manager  at  the  SF  Recreation 
and  Park  Department,  supports 
the  rehabilitation  plan. 

“We  are  very  excited  by 
(Koret’s)  contribution  to  the  fam¬ 
ilies  of  the  City  and  the  many 
visitors  who  will  enjoy  this  new 
area,”  she  said.

Concourse  Authority 
Chooses  Preferred 
Underground  Garage 

The  Golden  Gate  Park 
Concourse  Authority  approved  a 


schematic  design  Feb.  12  for  an 
underground  garage  that  will 
serve  the  museums  in  Golden 
Gate  Park.  The  plan  will  now  be 
included  in  an  ongoing  EIR  be¬ 
ing  developed  for  the  project. 

The  Concourse  Authority  plan 
would  create  an  underground 
“transit  center”  with  a  tunnel 
connecting  it  to  Fulton  Street,  at 
10th  Avenue,  and  Middle  Drive 
East.  The  plan  includes  several 
other  options  the  SF  Planning 
Department  is  currently  looking 
at.  for  short-term  and  long-term 
environmental  impacts,  including 
a  car-only  plan,  a  car  and  bus 
plan  and  a  no-build  alternative. 

The  underground  garage, 
which  would  be  located  under 
the  music  and  museum  concours¬ 
es,  would  have  space  for  800  ve¬ 
hicles.  It  would  consist  of  two 
two-level  garages  connected  by  a 
tunnel.  The  removal  of  800  sur¬ 
face  parking  spaces  to  help  im¬ 
prove  the  park  visitor’s  experi¬ 
ence  by  creating  a  “pedestrian 
oasis"  in  the  museum  area  is  cur¬ 
rently  being  studied. 

City  voters  approved 
Proposition  J  in  1998,  authoriz¬ 
ing  the  creation  of  the  Golden 
Gate  Concourse  Authority  and 
giving  the  green  light  for  the 
construction  of  the  underground 
garage,  which  is  being  financed 
with  private  funds.

it’s  my  neighborhood!”  Seen 
through  the  lens  of  Yamane. 

That’s  the  point  of  the  short 
hint,  said  the  filmmaker.  “Seeing 
it  on  the  largest  screen  possible; 
the  bigger  the  grain  of  film  the 
better,”  he  says.  For  Yamane  art 
is  about  feelings. 

What  does  the  film  say? 
According  to  Yamane,  “It’s  a 
record  of  that  time.”  The  time 
Yamane  speaks  of  is  the  dot  com 
boom.  “I  wanted  to  have  some¬ 
thing  to  look  back  on.  For  me 
this  is  home.” 

“It  is  also  about  change  -  sad. 
in  a  way,”  he  said.  “With  change 
there  is  a  feeling  of  nostalgia  of 
how  things  were  before  brand 
names  like  Starbucks  and  Gap.” 
Small  independent  things  are  dis¬ 
appearing,  Yamane  said.  “It’s 
like  the  world  is  becoming  a 
brand  name.” 

With  a  title  taken  from  a  jazz 
tune  by  Dizzy  Gillespie,  “Night 


in  Tunisia”  took  about  four  years 
to  make. 

“I  take  it  step  by  step  and 
piece  by  piece.”  Yamane  said.  “I 
let  it  take  shape.  How  to  tie  it  all 
together  is  what  takes  so  much 
time.” 

“Filmmaking  (for  me)  is 
formed  in  the  editing,”  Yamane 
said. 

All  of  his  three  films  have 
been  made  this  way.  Gathering 
experience  since  the  1980s, 
Yamane’s  film  “Jumping  at 
Shadows”  made  a  debut  in  all  the 
1997  Asian- American  film  festi¬ 
vals  as  it  went  on  tour  to  major 
cities  in  the  U.S.,  Canada  and 
Japan. 

The  film  won  praise  from 
“Hard  Boiled”  director  John 
Woo,  Yamane  noted.  Yamane 
had  the  privilege  of  working  with 
the  famous  director  in  1996  dur¬ 
ing  the  making  of  “Broken 
Arrow.” 

“It  was  quite  an  experience,” 
Yamane  remarked.  “I  went  from

Traffic  Accidents  on  the  rise

SF  Department  of  Parking  and 
Traffic  has  a  limited  budget  that 
only  allows  for  about  10  new 
traffic  signs  per  year,  despite  a 
list  of  200  areas  around  San 
Francisco  that  eagerly  await  a 
new  traffic  sign  or  stop  light. 

The  process  of  obtaining  a 
new  traffic  sign  is  lengthy  and 
entails  an  evaluation  of  the  area 
in  need.  Criteria  considered  in 
the  process  include  identifying 
the  numbers  of  accide.nts,  pedes¬ 
trians,  seniors  and  kids  in  a  par¬ 
ticular  spot.  Traffic-generating 
land  use  is  also  a  factor,  as  is  the 
traffic  How  around  the  vicinity. 

“We  get  most  of  our  money 
for  the  issuance  of  new  traffic  de¬ 
vices  from  Measure  B,  the  half 
cent  sales  tax  initiative,  but  the 


money  raised  from  that  measure 
has  decreased  this  year  and  will 
result  in  less  traffic  signs  added 
around  San  Francisco,”  said 
Folks,  adding  that  one  traffic  sig¬ 
nal  can  cost  between  $100,000  to 
$150,000  per  intersection. 

Despite  the  competitive  nature 
of  obtaining  traffic  signs  around 
the  City’s  neighborhoods,  Ashe 
said  the  DPT  is  “very  respon¬ 
sive”  to  signage  needs  in  the 
Richmond  District  because  of  the 
high  percentage  of  accidents  here 
-  especially  in  the  Geary 
Boulevard  corridor,  which  al¬ 
ways  seems  to  be  a  hot  spot. 

Ashe  recommends  that  while 
the  neighborhood  awaits  new 
signage  and  lights,  the  best  road 
to  take  is  awareness  while  driv¬ 
ing  or  walking.

working  at  the  Kabuki  Theater, 
munching  on  popcorn,  to  being 
surrounded  by  the  A-list  in 
Hollywood,  eating  purple  pota¬ 
toes  and  rack  of  lamb  in  the 
desert.” 

“It  all  happened  in  one  week,” 
he  explained.  "They  needed  a 
non-union  projectionist  and  I  was 
in  the  right  place  at  the  right 
time." 

Since  childhood,  Yamane  has 
always  been  interested  in  film, 
favoring  science  fiction  and,  later 
on,  classic  Asian  and  European 
cinema. 

Once  he  and  his  brother  made 
a  home  movie  about  the  bombing 
of  Pearl  Harbor. 

“We  built  a  little  set  near  a 
creek  at  my  grandparents  house 
in  Gilroy,”  Yamane  said. 

Yamane  majored  in  filmmak¬ 
ing  at  San  Francisco  State 
University,  graduating  in  1984. 
While  attending  courses  at  New 
York  University  he  “got  into 
16mm  films." 

"My  first  film  was 
“Skeletons.”  I  was  trying  to 
make  an  MTV-style  film,"  he 
said. 

Yamane  was  enthusiastic  at 
that  time  because  “the  '80s  is 
when  the  independent  filmmaker 
emerged.” 

"I  was  naive  about  filmmak¬ 
ing  and  found  it  a  little  devastat¬ 
ing.  So  much  work  and  time  is 
involved.” 

Putting  filmmaking  aside,  he 
returned  to  San  Francisco  where 
he  eventually  played  guitar  in  a 
rock  band.  During  that  lime  he 
'worked  as  a  supermarket  checker 
and  projectionist  at  the  Kabuki. 

While  at  the  Kabuki  his  aspi¬ 
rations  were  rekindled. 

“I  got  tired,  watching  lots  of 
crap  the  major  studios  were 
putting  up  on  the  screen.  I  want¬ 
ed  to  see  something  different,” 
Yamane  commented.  “I  saw  a 
film  called  "I  am  Cuba"  at  one  of 
the  film  festivals.  It  was  a  huge 
inspiration.” 

“I  bought  a  Super  8  camera 


and  began  rolling,”  Yamane  said. 

Does  Yamane  want  to  make  a 
full-length  feature  some  day? 
“Yeah  sure.  Who  doesn’t?”  he 
asked. 

It  is  ironic  that  after  recently 
leaving  his  job  at  the  Kabuki, 
“Night  in  Tunisia”  will  make  its 
debut  there.  Yamane,  an  optimist, 
looks  forward  to  making  more 
movies  "about  stories  from  my 
life.” 

"Night  in  Tunisia”  will  be 
shown  at  the  SF  International 
Asian-American  Film  Festival 
on  March  9,  in  the  ninth  pro¬ 
gram  set  called  “ 415/510 :  Local 
Calls"  at  4:15  p.m.  and  on 
March  !2  in  the  program  set 
called  "Take  This  Tablet"  at  1 
p.m.  and  6:30  p.m.  at  the  AMC 
Kabuki  Theater,  1881  Post  St.

their  homes.  In  addition,  when 
we  build  more  affordable  hous¬ 
ing,  more  San  Francisco  workers 
will  be  able  to  afford  to  live  in 
San  Francisco.  Put  simply,  build¬ 
ing  affordable  housing  is  good 
for  the  economy. 

A  number  of  initiatives  are 
under  way  that  will  address  as¬ 
pects  of  this  problem  and  I  would 
like  to  share  them  with  you  and 
have  your  feedback.  Perhaps, 
most  significantly,  I  am  working 
with  Mayor  Willie  Brown, 
Supervisor  Tony  Hall  and  vari¬ 
ous  stakeholders  to  develop  an 
affordable  housing  general  obli¬ 
gation  bond  to  be  submitted  to 
the  voters  in  November  2002. 
While  the  exact  amount  and  the 
exact  uses  of  the  money  are  the 
subject  of  intense  discussions,  it 
appears  the  bond  will  be  at  least 
$200  million  and  will  fund  con¬ 
struction  and  preservation  of  per-f 
manently  affordable  rental  and 
homeownership  opportunities. 

In  1996,  voters  approved  a 
$  1 00  million  affordable  housing 
bond  that  will  soon  be  depleted, 
after  providing  more  than  2,100 
affordable  rental  housing  units 
and  assisting  more  than  240  fam¬ 
ilies  in  purchasing  homes.  Yet, 
this  has  only  scratched  the  sur¬ 
face  of  our  need.  San  Francisco 
voters,  in  polls  over  the  past  two 
years,  have  consistently  ranked 
increased  affordable  housing  as 
one  of  their  top  priorities.  The 
San  Francisco  Organizing 
Project,  a  faith-based  coalition 
with  members  throughout  the 
City  and  the  Richmond,  has  been 
crucially  involved  in  developing 
this  proposal  and  building  grass¬ 
roots  support  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hoods  and  churches.  With  such 
widespread  support,  it  is  my 


called  the  Ninth  Avenue  entrance 
an  “uplifting  experience”  and 
urged  that  it  be  retained  as  the 
main  entrance  and  not  just  pre¬ 
served  as  an  historic  feature  in 
the  new  plan. 

Other  suggestions  included 
more  shelf  space  for  books,  inte¬ 
grating  open  space  more  fully 
into  the  project,  a  larger  area  for 
teens  and  more  staff  participation 
in  community  meetings.

hope  that  voters  will  continue  to 
show  their  generosity  by  support¬ 
ing  this  necessary  housing  bond. 

But  this  is  only  part  of  the  pic¬ 
ture.  Affordable  housing  bonds 
enable  the  City  to  subsidize 
housing  for  families  at  income 
levels  the  market  will  never 
serve.  In  addition,  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  has  been  engaged 
over  the  last  year  in  an  innova¬ 
tive  project  designed  to  provide 
new  mechanisms  for  financing 
housing  for  working  families  at 
levels  above  the  median  income 
(currently  about  $80,000  for  a 
family  of  four). 

This  project  is  part  of  the 
chamber’s  Workforce  Housing 
Initiative,  and  I  strongly  support 
its  efforts  to  help  the  market  pro¬ 
vide  much  needed  housing  for 
this  segment  of  the  population, 
allowing  government  subsidies  to 
be  concentrated  on  families  in 
lower-income  groups.  And,  once 
again,  the  chamber's  efforts  also 
help  our  local  economy. 

Finally,  I  am  also  supportive 
of  Supervisor  Mark  Leno's  ef¬ 
forts  to  legislate  a  requirement 
that  market-rate  housing  devel¬ 
opers  provide  10  to  12  percent  of 
the  units  in  their  projects  as  per¬ 
manently  affordable  units.  This 
measure  will  provide  that  a  por¬ 
tion  of  all  market-rate  housing 
built  in  San  Francisco  will  be  af¬ 
fordable  to  working  families,  se¬ 
niors,  the  disabled  and  others 
currently  being  pushed  out  of  the 
City. 

Taken  together,  these  initia¬ 
tives  will  be  a  significant  step  to¬ 
wards  meeting  our  needs  for  af¬ 
fordable  housing.  I  hope  you  will 
join  me  in  supporting  these  im¬ 
portant  proposals.

submission  deadline  to  compete 
for  $350  million  in  state  match¬ 
ing  funds,  library  officials  clearly 
hit  a  nerve  with  some  residents. 

’’The  library  is  doing  false 
outreach  to  the  community  on 
this  project,”  resident  Wayne 
Anderson  said. 

City  librarian  Susan  Hildreth 
said  that  plans  could  be  submit¬ 
ted  for  two  later  funding  dead¬ 
lines  if  residents  wanted  more 
time  to  consider  other  options. 

”We  want  to  get  in  the  first 
round  because  they  are  giving 
out  the  most  money,  but  we 
aren’t  bound  by  the  June  14 
deadline  if  the  community  wants 
to  take  it  a  little  slower,”  she 
said. 

Hildreth  explained  that  state 
funds  could  pay  for  up  to  65  per¬ 
cent  of  the  $7.2  million  it  will 
cost  to  remodel  the  library. 

By  the  end  of  the  meeting  it 
was  clear  that  most  residents 
wanted  to  preserve  the  basic  con¬ 
cept  of  the  original  structure. 

“If  it  ain’t  broke,  don’t  fix  it,” 
one  resident  summed  it  up.

for  temporary  housing  for  the 
museum,”  he  said. 

Dan  Zellinsky,  Edward's  son 
who  runs  the  museum,  said  visi¬ 
tors  are  very  upset  about  the 
planned  closure. 

“We  have  patrons  who  have 
been  coming  here  since  they 
were  8  or  10  years  old,  and  are 
now  bringing  in  their  kids.  They 
ask  me  why  and  offer  support.” 

Edward  has  been  collecting 
the  antiques  since  he  was  11 
years  old.  Trips  to  Europe  to 
search  for  more  unique  coin-op¬ 
erated  instruments  added  to  the 
museum’s  collection.  But  treats 
like  “The  Mighty  Wurlitzer,”  a 
1923  Orchestrion,  and  the 
Camera  Obscura,  the  50-year-old 
giant  camera  that  overlooks  Seal 
Rock,  are  the  landmarks  that 
make  this  museum  a  wonder  in 
San  Francisco. 

“To  lose  it  is  to  lose  a  special 
place  in  San  Francisco,”  said  pa¬ 
tron  Carolyn  Gates,  who  has 
been  visiting  the  museum  since 
her  childhood.  “It’s  free,  you 
spend  a  few  quarters  and  see  all 
kinds  of  memorabilia.  It’s  mag¬ 
ic.”

and  protect  services. 

Some  residents  urged 
Goldstein  to  protect  the  city’s 
natural  areas  from  cutbacks  by 
making  urban  reforestation  a  top 
priority. 

One  resident  wanted  to  know 
what  the  department  is  doing,  if 
anything,  about  the  bathrooms  at 
Rossi  Park,  which  he  said  were 
being  trashed  by  teenagers.  He 
also  warned  that  kids  were 
climbing  on  the  gardener’s  shed 
and  that  there  was  no  director  for 
programs  for  the  200  to  300 
teens  who  congregate  at  the  park 
after  school. 

Goldstein  thanked  the  atten¬ 
dees  for  their  suggestions  and 
told  them  there  could  be  more 
money  for  the  city  if  a  state  $2.6 
billion  bond  measure  passes. 

The  annual  community  out¬ 
reach  session  on  the  department’s 
budget  is  the  first  step  in  a  public 
process  that  runs  until  July  31, 
when  a  final  budget  is  considered 
by  the  SF  Board  of  Supervisors. 
The  budget  then  goes  to  SF

ith  rents 
going 
down  in 

the  past  year,  interest 
rates  at  very  low  lev¬ 
els  and  the  spring 
home  buying  season 
coming  up,  this 
would  be  an  appro¬ 
priate  time  to  go  over 
the  "buy  versus  rent"  decisions  in 
economic  terms.  This  month,  I 
will  use  a  real  case  scenario  to  il¬ 
lustrate  the  numbers  involved  in 
buying  versus  renting  (see  chart). 

I  assume  that  the  purchaser  is 
a  first  time  buyer,  a  couple,  no 
children,  earning  $  1 20,000  per 
year  with  no  income  tax  deduc¬ 
tions  other  than  the  standard  ex¬ 
emptions.  The  purchase  price  is 


$600,000,  they  are  putting  20 
percent  or  $120,000  down  and 
getting  a  loan  of  $480,000  at  an 
interest  rate  of  7  percent. 

First, 'let’s  look  at  their  income 
tax  situation.  Their  wages  are 
$120,000  per  year.  In  the  rental 
case,  they  have  to  add  interest 
from  the  $  1 20,000  they  saved, 
subtract  their  deductions  and  ex¬ 
emptions  to  get  their  taxable  in¬ 


come  of  $  1 1 0,400. 
Their  total  federal 
and  state  income  tax 
then  is  calculated  to 
be  $31,282. 

If  they  were  to 
purchase,  they  can 
deduct  the  mortgage 
interest,  property  tax¬ 
es  and  their  exemp¬ 
tion  from  their  wages.  This  low¬ 
ers  their  taxable  income  to 
$74,056  and  their  total  taxes  to 
$17,908,  resulting  in  an  annual 
income  tax  savings  of  $13,375. 

Next,  we  will  use  these  num¬ 
bers  to  calculate  the  true  costs  of 
home  ownership.  Our  couple’s 
true  out-of-pocket  expenses  are 
the  mortgage,  which  includes  in¬ 
terest  and  principal,  real  estate 
taxes,  maintenance  and  insur¬ 
ance,  which  totals  $46,865. 

Since  they  used  the  $120,000 
as  down  payment,  they  lost  the 
interest  of  $3,600  they  could 
have  earned  from  that  money.  We 
have  to  add  this  to  the  cost  of 
home  ownership.  However,  they 
saved  $13,375  from  income  taxes 
which  we  subtract  from  the  cost 
to  arrive  at  the  annual  cost  of 
home  ownership  of  $37,090,  or 
$3,091  monthly. 

Renting  an  equivalent  home  in 
this  market  will  cost  about 
$2,500  per  month,  resulting  in  a 


monthly  difference  of 
$591,  or  $7,090  per 
year.  However,  the 
mortgage  payment  in¬ 
cludes  an  amortization 
of  the  loan  or  reduction 
in  principal  of  $4,721, 
resulting  in  a  total  an¬ 
nual  difference  of 
$2,369.  This  means 
that  if  the  home  were 
to  appreciate  $2,369 
per  year,  it  would  make 
economic  sense  to  buy 
versus  rent.  These  cal¬ 
culations  have  not  fac¬ 
tored  in  future  appreci¬ 
ation  and  larger  amorti¬ 
zation  amounts  in  later 
years.  But  even  without 
these  benefits,  the  re¬ 
sults  are  at  about  the 
break-even  point  and 
this  couple  will  be  bet¬ 
ter  off  owning  rather 
than  renting  in  the  long 
term. 

However,  purchas¬ 
ing  real  estate  is  not  for 
everyone.  For  example, 
someone  facing  uncer¬ 
tainty  in  his  or  her  life  and  antici¬ 
pating  a  move  within  the  next 
few  years  should  not  purchase  a 
home  because  with  the  high 
transaction  costs  and  uncertainty 
in  prices,  they  will  probably  lose 


money  by  buying  now  and  sell¬ 
ing  a  short  time  later. 

Also,  if  someone  is  living  in  a 
rent  controlled  unit  now  and  the 
rent  is  low  as  compared  to  the 
current  market  rent,  it  might  not 
make  sense  to  buy. 

Buying  a  home  is  not  for  ev¬ 
eryone  or  every  situation.  I  have 
set  up  this  model  to  evaluate  the 
true  costs  of  home  ownership  on 
a  purely  financial  basis.  Before 
making  the  big  decision  of  in¬ 
vesting  in  a  home,  one  must  eval¬ 
uate  his  or  her  personal  situation 
in  addition  to  financial  position.

One  woman  walks  with  a 
cane,  yet  she  is  there  daily  clean¬ 
ing  her  stall  and  caring  for  her 
horse.  After  she  is  finished  sbe 
walks  her  dog. 

Another  women  cleans  her 
stall  on  her  hands  and  knees  be¬ 
cause  she  has  a  bad  back  and  it  is 
too  uncomfortable  for  her  to 
clean  her  stall  the  conventional 
way.  She  is  unable  to  ride  but 
that  doesn’t  stop  her  from  caring 
for  the  horse  on  a  daily  basis.  His 
nightly  bucket  is  filled  with  bite- 
sized  cut  up  carrots  and  apples. 
She  has  boarded  there  for  31 
years. 

There  is  another  petite  plat¬ 
inum-blonde-haired  lady  with  a 
very  big  horse  that  has  a  leg  in¬ 
jury.  1  believe  this  lady  has  back 
problems  as  well,  yet  she  is  there 
daily. 

1  don't  know  much  about  the 
fourth  boarder. 

As  a  frequent  park  user  for 
many,  many,  many  years  I  feel 
that  the  stables  have  grossly  been 
allowed  to  deteriorate  under  the 
present  operators.  There  has  been 
virtually  no  maintenance  done  on 
the  barn  since  the  present  opera¬ 
tors  have  taken  over.  How  and 
why  could  the  SF  Recreation  and 
Park  Department  and  the  City  al¬ 
low  this  to  happen  to  what  was 
once  such  a  beautiful  facility  that 
was  so  full  of  life? 

These  four  boarders  need  to 
tell  their  side  of  the  story.

It  is  ironic  that  Supervisor 
Jake  McGoldrick  took  so  much 
pride  in  introducing  Proposition 
C  last  November  in  your  article 
“Prop  D  is  a  Much  Needed 
Reform  Measure”  (February 
2002)  as  he  has  a  habit  of  ignor¬ 
ing  his  constituents. 

I  e-mailed  McGoldrick  im¬ 
ploring  him  to  look  into  the  tim¬ 
ing  of  traffic  lights  on  Geary 


Boulevard  last  summer.  The 
points  I  raised  for  a  timed  traffic 
system  are  as  follows: 

•  Reduce  traffic  congestion  - 
by  avoiding  start  and  stop  traffic. 

•  Safety/reduce  speeding  - 
racing  at  timed  yellow  lights  is 
pointless.  You’ll  have  to  stop  at 
the  next  one.  With  untimed 
lights,  there’s  no  guarantee  you 
won’t  make  the  next  one,  and  the 
one  after  that,  thus  encouraging 
aggressive  driving  and  speeding. 

•  Stress  reduction  -  what  is 
the  point  in  stopping  at  every 
other  block  -  specifically  Parker, 
Arguello,  Fifth  Avenue,  Eighth 
Avenue,  Park  Presidio,  18th 
Avenue  and  23rd  Avenue. 
Compare  driving  on  Geary  with 
the  ease  of  driving  on  Fell/Oak 
and  Pine/Bush. 

I  got  a  generic  auto-generated 
e-mail  response  thanking  me  for 
my  effort  and  asking  me  to  be 
patient,  as  it  would  take  his  office 
a  month  to  reply.  Four  months 
later,  1  heard  nothing  from  him.  I 
sent  him  another  letter,  this  time 
via  regular  post.  That  was  two 
months  ago.  The  response  is  pre¬ 
dictable:  none. 

In  contrast,  I  sent  a  similar  e- 
mail  to  Supervisor  Leland  Yee 
regarding  the  timing  of  19th 
Avenue  lights.  His  response  was 
a  hand  written  note  informing  me 
that  he  has  already  looked  into 
this  matter  with  the  DPT. 

Supervisor  McGoldrick 
should  be  less  smug  about  spon¬ 
soring  propositions  that  require 
more  responsiveness  from  city 
officials  since  he  obviously  does 
not  do  what  he  preaches.

I’d  like  to  commend  Paul 
Kozakiewicz,  publisher  of  the 
Richmond  Review  and  Sunset 
Beacon,  for  taking  a  courageous 
and  principled  stand  on  the 
Israeli/Paleslinian  issue  (January 
2002). 

The  America  Israel  Public 
Affairs  Committee  (AIPAC)  is  an 
extremely  powerful  lobby  witfyi 
long  history  of  making  -  and 
breaking  -  the  careers  of 
Americans.  It’s  very  difficult  not 
only  for  elected  officials,  but  also 
lor  those  in  the  media,  to  go  up 
against  AIPAC  by  criticizing 
Israel. 

This  extraordinary  influence 
has  naturally  had  a  dramatic  im¬ 
pact  on  media  coverage  in  this 
country  concerning  the  Middle 
East  conflict.  We  should  keep  in 
mind  that  the  ratio  of  Palestinian- 
to-Israeli  deaths  in  the  present 
Intifada  is  running  nearly  3-1. 
Yet  it’s  the  Palestinians  who  are 
always  described  as  being  perpe¬ 
trators  of  violence  and  “terror¬ 
ism.”  Another  case  in  point:  the 
recent  Israeli  seizure  of  a 
shipload  of  arms  -  hailed  as 
proof  of  Yasser  Arafat’s  inten¬ 


tions  to  do  evil,  while  Israel’s 
prerogative  to  stockpile  vast  tons 
of  sophisticated  weaponry,  in¬ 
cluding  nuclear  warheads,  goes 
unquestioned. 

The  fact  that  numbers  of 
Americans  are  becoming  at  least 
dimly  aware  of  these  discrepan¬ 
cies  -  and  that  newspapers,  albeit 
only  small,  locally-owned  ones, 
have  begun  to  speak  up  and 
question  U.S.  Middle  East  policy 
-  suggests  that  AIPAC’s  power 
and  political  influence  are  start¬ 
ing  to  crack.  Of  course  this  has 
all  come  at  the  expense  of  an 
egregious  amount  of  bloodshed. 

Having  stated  all  of  the  above, 
I  would  add  this,  however:  I  read 
recently  that  an  aqueduct  tunnel 
in  Jerusalem,  built  by  King 
Hezekiah  in  about  700  B.C.,  is 
still  in  use  today.  So  even  if  you 
reject  the' notion  that  this  land 
was  given  to  the  Israelis  by  God, 
it’s  clear  that  there  is  an  histori¬ 
cal  claim  there  that  is  very  real 
and  very  legitimate.  Jews  have  a 
right  to  have  their  own  state  - 
theocratic,  democratic  or  whatev¬ 
er  they  choose  to  make  it.  At 
least  insofar  as  the  pre-1967  bor¬ 
ders  are  concerned.  The 
Occupied  Territories  are  another 
matter. 

Israel’s  policies  of  building 
more  and  more  settlements  on 
Palestinian  land  would  have  to  be 
labeled  “expansionist”  by  just 
about  anyone’s  definition  other 
than  the  major  media.  Such  set¬ 
tlement  building  can  in  no  way 
,tje., conducive  to  peace,  and  in 
fact  scuttles  any  claim  Israel  may 
ever  try  to  lay  of  taking  the  high 
road.  The  officials  who  have  giv¬ 
en  orders  to  demolish  Palestinian 
homes,  uproot  olive  trees  and  fire 
missiles  from  F-16s  seem  to  have 
forgotten  the  edict  issued  in 
Exodus  22:21:  “Thou  shalt  nei¬ 
ther  vex  a  stranger  nor  oppress 
him:  for  you  were  strangers  in 
the  land  of  Egypt.” 

Such  a  lapse  of  memory 
seems  also  to  have  befallen 
Catherine  Treadgold,  who  ironi¬ 
cally  urges  Kozakiewicz  to  “read 
his  own  Bible.”  In  her  letter  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  February  Richmond 
Review,  Treadgold  accuses 
Kozakiewicz  of  being  influenced 
by  "some  obvious  Arafat  propa¬ 
ganda.”  Wherever  this  Arafat 
propaganda  is  being  disseminat¬ 
ed,  it  certainly  is  not  in  the  major 
media. 

Israel  should  dismantle  its  set¬ 
tlements  and  pull  completely  - 
not  partially  -  out  of  the  West 
Bank  and  Gaza.  It  should  also  of¬ 
fer  to  pay  reparations  to  the  de- 
scendents  of  Palestinians  who 
lost  their  homes  in  1948.  (We,  af¬ 
ter  all,  did  as  much  for  Japanese- 
Americans).  A  peace-loving 
democracy  would  at  least  put 
such  proposals  on  the  negotiating 
table.
